President Glass returned Sunday 
from tha meeting of the Associa- 
tion of. American Colleges in At- 
lantic City, with interesting data 
concerning curriculum matters, 
which she will discus* with 
faculty. i . 

She also broight. with' her note-' 
worthy facta on tho research that 
Professors. May and Hartshorn 
am conducting concerning the basis 
of character education. Tha whole 
student body would be interested in 
thia ■ research in connection 
student government and character 
development. v ^ 

At the meeting ofl the Association 
of American Collegcs 1 President 
Glaaa spoke on Tb* Coil.,. Casri- 

ilaas far Woman. In her Speech 

said that all colleges have tin 
following three alma: "To quicken 
the inquisitive attitude toward the 
world arid to supply all available 
knowledge' to Satisfy It; to orient 
the students for probable future 
life; to train the student, .(or . ... 
definite pursuit?' Tha Ideal educa- 
tion, she said, would combine theae 
three alms. ~ ' ■ 

Bat, since four college years do 
not allow enoflgh time for thia, the 
nut most valuable education for 
women would be a college con 
aiming toward the "quickening 
an inquisitive .attitude toward the 
world and the supply ng of) all avail- 
able knowledge to satisfy It," 
'toward- "making the mind free of 
tha world that man's intellect has 

further growth, would caoM 

woman more readily "to attune 
herself to the wider knowledge of 
man and the world, and thus to be 
able to pursue her activities with 
an attitude of Understanding and 
with adjustment to' new trufR and 
new social needs." 

'President Glass stressed the im- 
portance of a variety curricula, 
suited to the varying personalties 
and tastes of women. , 



Virginia Launches Plan 
For War Memorial 

.Virginia is one of the few states, 
which, nt this date, nearly ten years 
after the armistice, is „ still without 
any memorial of any kind to the 
soldier* .who served in the groat 
World War. For some time there 
haa been some agitation for such a 
memorial and public sentiment 
prompted action by the last Genera) 
Assembly, creating a War Memorial 
Commission, with Senator Thomas 
Pawning as Chairman to make an 
Investigation and report as to the 
erection of such a' memorial. 

The type of memorial drridi 
upon is a carillon, which is to be 
set in a gigantic granite tower, ris- 
two' hundred feet high. Tht 
carillon lb a set of bells attuned like 
the piano or organ to Intervals- oi 
hromntie scale. The bells are 
in number, the lowest weigh- 
i few tons, and the smaller 
agrpding down to twenty or thirty 
pounds. The carillon ii played me 
chanlcally or may be played as th 
pipe organ. Its tremendous volunr 
will ensblc It to be heard over thj

Death 0( Poet Lecturer 

Mourned By Many 

Mrs. .Marguerite Wilkinson, poet," 
who was to lecture here on Friday, 
January 20lh, wo* drowned In tho 
■urf off Coney Island, on January 
12th, while taking one of the icy 
dips advised by her physician. 

Mrs. Wilkinson was horn in Hair 
ifajt, Nova Scotia, forty-five years 
ago, but came to the United States 
as a child. - She graduated from 
Northwestern University, and was 
living in New York at tht- lime of 
her death. 

She was the author of aoveral 
books of poetry, the best known of 
which is New Voic... an anthology 
modem poetry. Some' of her 
r books are, Tho Croat Droasn, 
Yulo Fire, Blue Stone, and The 
Way of Us* Maksrs. 

Mrs. Wilkinson's death was a 
great disappointment to Sweet 
Briar, for her, lecture, had been 
anticipated' with plcaaure for some- 
linn'.
